LONDON, Aug. 25.—The Ameri- 
can°and British victims of the is- 
aster to the ZR-2 at Hull last eve- 
ning will be accorded a great pub- 
li¢ funeral, probably in London, it is 
considered certain. The Air Minis- 
try today has the project under ad- 
Visement and an annoyncement re- 
garding it is expected. 

‘Meanwhile, all England, profound- 
ly stirred by the destruction of the 
giant dirigible—the greatest of all 
air disasters—is giving expression to 
its deep feeling of mourning for the 
victims and sympathy for those 
bereaved. In London the atmos- 
phere today is somewhat akin to 
that which followed the receipt of 
news of a gerious disaster during the 
war days. 

; Pending the inquiry which, it is 
_ assumed, will be of a searching char- 
acter, attempts to account for the 
tragedy are merely speculative, but 
it i#’recalled that during a  nine- 
hour trial trip on July 17, some of 
‘the girders in the middle of the 
ZR-2 showed weakness which neces- 
sitated reinforcement. This work 
was‘ done immediately at Howden,

Darkness and the tide off shore cut 
off a view of the wreckage soon after, 
the airship made her fatal plunge, 
but many of the townspeople kept to 
the streets nearly all night, too un- 
nerved to make any attempt to sleep.

getting out of harm’s way, as it ap- 
peared at first the big dirigible would 
fall upon the city. 

Wreckage at Low Tide. 

Early this morning thousands lined 
the corporation pier to view the 
wreckage at low tide. As the water 
receded it uncovered the twisted 
framework which had settled on a 
shoal like the skeleton of some pre- 
historic sea monster that had ven- 
tured into shallow water and per- 
ished. Tugs, motorboats and small 
craft of all kinds darted in and’ out 
among the wreckage, carrying 
searchers, photographers and hunters 
of curios. 

One of the most important recov- 
eries by the searchers was the log of 
the ZR-2. It is believed this will be 
most useful in connection with the 
inquest, which has been set for 3 
o'clock tomorrow afternoon. Only 
formal evidence will be heard before 
adjournment. It was amongst a 
considerable amount of wreckage 
that was washed up on the shore of 
the Humber that the log book was 
found by the: dockmaster, together 
with other of the ship’s papers. 

Start on Test Flight. 

Starting from Howden Tuesday 
morning on a test flight to Pulham 
the ZR-2 had been afloat for 34 
hours, at times in bad weather, and 
was returning to the Pulham air- 
drome at the time of the disaster. 

While flying at about 1000 feet 
over Hull, spectators saw the ZR-2 
seemingly buckle amidship tnd 
plunge downward over the city and 
into the Humber river. 

Tens of thousands of spectators 
saw several men climb outside the 
balloon and drop from the falling 
mass, which was enveloped in 
amoke, and others jump inte, the 
Humber as the crippled erin 
over the water.

'Yesterday’s concussion was so great 


that it wrecked windows over an 
area of about a mile square. . 
What Spectators Say. 

Some spectators assert that the 
airship began to buckle before any 
flame or explosion was seen or 
heard. The broken halves of the 
ZR-2 reached the water nearly a 
mile apart. The general opinion of 
the public of Hull is that the com- 
mander of the airship accomplished 
a remarkable feat in diverting the 
dascent of the vessel into the water 
instead of in the crowded street. 

It was a moment of terror for the 
populace when the disaster occurred. 
People in the streets rushed madly 
to cover, fearing that the massive 
wreck would fall upon and crush 
them. The terror gave way, how- 
ever, to horror as the wreck plunged 
into the middle of the river near 
the corporation pier. 

During the fall of the _ airship 
three members of the crew were ob- 
served making a parachute descent. 
They came down into the river, 
where they were rescued by small 
boats. All those who jumped from 
the falling craft lost their lives. They 
had no chance for escape, for the 
water was covered with burning 
gasoline and the heat from the 
burning wreckage was 580 iritense 
that even the rescuers experienced 
the greatst difficulty in approaching 
it for some time. Barges, trawlers 
and small boats thronged around 
the debris willing to render any pOs- 
sible assistance. 

Immediately after the disaster 
telephone messages came from dis- 
tances up to 50 miles reporting that 
the people had felt an earthquake 


shock. “a 
Resembled the R-34. 

The ZR-2 closely resembled her 
sister ship the R-34, which sailed 
across the Atlantic in July, 1919, 
although she was 41 feet longer and 
seven feet greater in diameter than 
the R-34. Her gasoline capacity 
also was greater than that of her 
sister ship and she had a cruising 
radius of 6000 miles, in contrast 
with 4900 miles credited to the R-34. 

It had been estimated that the 
ZR-2 would be able to cross the 
3200 miles to the. American conti- 
nent in from three to four days, 
whereas the R-34 occupied nearly 
five days in her voyage. 

A telephone system connected up 
the ZR-2 so that Commander Max- 
field, standing at his wheel in the 
trip across the Atlantic could have 
every part of the aircraft under his 
direct and immediate control. Brig. 
General Maitland, who met death 
in the disaster, was one of the of- 
ficers who made the trans-Atlantic 
voyage in the R-34. He has been. 
in charge of the trials of the ZR-2. 

It is recalled how the American 
members of the crew of the ZR-2 
recently had chafed over the deci- 
sion of Gen. Maitland not to permit 
the giant aircraft to leave Howden 
until sailing conditions were perfect. 
Maitland was criticized more or less 
for what was considered over- 
cautiousness. 


Like the ZR-2,; the R-34 ended 
her career in disaster. She was cut 
in two by.a violent wind and left a 
wreck outside her airdrome near 
Edinburg in January, 1921.

Report Tells of Operations of

Statement Issued by the = British

LONDON, Aug. 25.—The 
Air Ministry last night issued 
following report concerning 
wreck of the ZR-2. 

“An Admiralty representative at 
Humber reports that he visited the 
wreck of the airship ZR-2, which 
lies half a mile south of the corpora- 
tion pier at Hull. The wreck ap- 
pears to be in two portions. The 
whole vessel lies submerged in a 
northwesterly direction in the river 
in eight feet of water. The tail 
portion only is showing, lying in 
about four feet at half tide. 

“Survivors escaped in a parachute 
and were picked up by tugs and 
small boats. Customs cfficers have 
been ordered to guard the wreck 
during the night and air force of-

“The airship left the Howden base 
yesterday for its fourth trial under 
command of.

“Hull, Wednesday . evening—The 
monster airship ZR-2, while passing 
over this city thig afternoon, burst 
into flames, buckled, broke in two in 
midair, and after two stupendous 


explosions which shook the center of 
the city, dropped into the Humber. 

“The sceme was terrifying. It was 
about 6:45 when the ship, flying at 
a moderaté altitude, was first seen 
from Hull. She was gracefully sail- 
ing over the west central district 
through a sky'that had scarcely 3 
breeze.

NEW YORK, Aug. 25.—The Z 
disaster could have been avoided by 
the use of helium, a noninflammable 
gas, declares Henry Woodhouse, 
president of the Aerial League of 
America. The United States Govern- 
ment, he says, has spent more than 
$20,000,000 in the production of 
helium gas. 

“Of course, helium gas is not 
solutely essential to the success 
dirigibles,”” Woodhouse stated yester- 
day. “All that has been done with 
dirigibles has been done without 
helium, but the fact remains that 
whatever the cause of the tragedy 
may be, it could not have happened 
inflated 
Even if the dirigible

Daring Displayed by Crews. 

Great daring was displayed by the 
Trews of the fireboats. which were 
driven into the slip between piers 4 
and 5 and kept streams of water 
playing on the Leviathan All the 
lifeboats on the port side of the ship 
were burned and other parts of the 
superstructure were more or leas 
damaged, but the united efforts of 
the fireboat crews and the men 
finally resulted in extinguishing the 
fiames with only superficial damage 
to the vesse!

The fire apparently was started by 
crossed electric wires near the outer 
end of pier 5. It formerly was pier 2 
of the Hamburg-American Line, pier 
6 hayrrhge.been pier These two 
survived the great Hoboken water- 
front fire in 18090. when about 30° 
lives were lost. They were both of 
wooden construction throughout. 
Once the flames had started they 
spread almost with ' 
explosion. The two piers were ablaze 
from end to end in less than half an 
hour. 

The most serious damage done bv 
he fire was destruction of the army 
Bt peta oh ers building, 
led the barracks of Com- 

anies C and D of the Thirteenth In- 
orn the canteen, the guardhouse. 
the postoffice. the machine shop and 
other departments. About 20 pris- 
oners were taken from the guard- 
house to the Hoboken city hall 

Wind Spread Flames. 

While these buildings were burn- 
ing, the wind. which was in the south- 
east, threatened to sweep the flames 
across River street to rows of tene- 
ments and stores. but the Hoboken 
firemen were successful in prevent- 
ing this. The Hoboken pestoffice, ad- 
joining the Army Building. was 
threatened, and all the mail in the 
building was moved. Several men 
at work on the top floor of the post- 
office building escaped by rope lad- 
ders, fearing to descend the stair- 
ways on the side of the building to- 
ward the flames, which at the time 
were cracking and breaking al! the 
windows in the postoffice. 

Only one man was injured in the 
fire He was James Mel ntyre of 
Engine Co. No. 6, Hoboken As he 
Was opening a hand fre extinguish - 
er it exploded, burning his hands se- 
verely. He was removed to the Ho- 
boken city hospital.

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GERMANS ‘LOOK ON 
COLDLY AT BERLIN 
MILITARIST PARADE 


Lack of Enthusiasm Shown While 
Fiery Old Count Cries “We 
Must Prepare for Revenge.” 


By the Associated Press. 

BERLIN, Aug. 25.—Great crowds 
looked coldly on while thousands of 
soldiers who fought during the great 
war marched before Gen. lLuden- 
dorff, Prince Eitel Friedrich, Count 
von Waldersese and« Gen. von der 
Goltz at the old Berlin stadium yes- 
terday. The lack of enthusiasm 


among the spectators was notable, 
only a few persons uncovering when 
“Die Watht am Rhein” was played 
by a veteran band. 

A message from former Em- 
peror William was read. ‘With proud 
and warm gratitude I think today 
of my brave comrades, never Yan- 
quished in the field,”’ it said. ‘“‘With 
true German doyalty they achieved 
against a world of enemies deeds 
such as history never has known be- 
fore. The heroism of the dead will 
live on unforgotten to the honora- 
ble memory of the dead, and for the 
imitation of the living and future 
generations. May the halo. of the 
great days of the past be the beacon 
for the victorious illumination ‘still 
in the dark future. God protect the 
fatherland and its’ people.”’ 

Speech by Military Chief. 

Count von Waldersee was the 
principal speaker at the demonstra- 
tion, which was characterized by 
radicals as a “monarchist attempt to 
revive the dying war spirit.” His ad- 
dress was fiery in character, the old 
military chieftain declaring: 

“There will come again a- day 
when we will stand together for the 
Kaiser and the fatherland. Hatred 
will stand guard in Germany. We 
must train our,children to use the 
rifle and sword. . So long as Germans 
suffer under foreign yoke, and the 
French stand. guard on the Rhine, 
we must prepare for revenge.” 

The demonstration made a -bril- 
liant spectacle, with the vari-colored 
uniforms, the fluttering flags, the 
¢lanking swords and the silver, gold 
and black helmets of the officers, but 
the only enthusiasm shown during 
the day was brought forth by the ap- 
pearance of Gen. Ludendorff and the 
outburst on that occasion was but 
slight. 

The Government had forbidden of- 
ficers and soldiers in the Govern- 
ment service to participate and had 
scattered scores of security police 
throughout the crowd in anticipation 
of disorders.

GOV. HYDE ASSAILS REED FOR 
ATTITUDE ON 18TH AMENDMENT

JOPLIN, Mo., Aug. 25.—Speaking 
before the Missouri-Kansas hiwani- 
an convention here last night, Gov. 
Hyde decried the increasing tendency 
toward laxity in law ‘enforcement, 
denounced the methods of the Ku 
Klux Klan as -a law enfor¢éement 
body, criticised, without mentioning 
him by name, Senator Reed, for his 


‘attitude toward enforcement of the 


eighteenth amendment, and urged 
strict enforcement of the amendment 
er abolishment’ of the law. 

The Governor reiterated the-belief 
of the founders of the nation that 
‘religion, morality and education are 
the foundation of good government,” 
and based his address.on these lines. 
He declared there was too great a 
tendency for people to want to en- 
act laws for others, not to be obeyed 
by themselves. He cited motor traffic 
laws as an example. 

“Not long ago I heard a man stand 
up and defend the American Consti- 
tution in a brilliant address,”’ he said.

Failure of members to finance the 
Building Industries Association, the 
directors of which yesterday voted 
to disband the organization, was re- 
sponsible for the decision to abandon 
the organization, Frank G..

This re- 
port, I am now given to understand,

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business conditions, said that observ- 
jations made this month indicated a 
continued increase in unemployment 
in the Northwest Central District, in- 
cluding Missouri. He said that in 
July a fair improvement was noted 
iin the district between the Rockies 
and the Mississippi River, but that 
}it was limited to industries directly 
connected with the harvest, while 
unemployment increased in general 
‘Industries, with the 
shoe and garment trades. 

A comparison with the other dis- 
,tricts shows that the Northwest Cen- 
tral District. is suffering least from 
ihe present general depression, Fa- 
der said. This comparative prosper- 
ity he attributed to the fact that the 
main industries in the district are 
the basic ones connected with agri- 
culture, food packing and clothing 
tnanufacturing.

[rave to admit the failure of prohibition,” 
Mr. Antwine said. 

“It has always been a failure, and the Vol- 
Stead act speeded its collapse by imposing strict- 
tures which could not possibly be enforced 
with public opinion against them. 

“The test of the matter has come in the fight 
over the right of search without a warrant. 
This is a matter that always excites Congress, 
Which has resisted numberless attacks upon 
one’s constitutional right to go undisturbed in 
one’s home unless the invader is armed with a 
warrant. Presumably one does not get a war- 
rant except by showing good reason for believ- 
Ing that there is a violation of law. The Con- 
stitution clearly foresaw that without such a 
defense the home would be overrun at will by 
sheriffs and bailiffs without semblance of justi- 
fication. 

“Very well. This is the pass to which pro- 
hibition has come. The drvs Say they cannot 
make it effective if warrants are required, 
which is a confession that prohibition has not 
enough public sentiment behind it to be con- 
ttitutionally enforceable. 

“The truth is that while the people are 
against the liquor business they are not against 
liquor. There is a difference between com- 
mercialized liquor and liquor made for home 
consumption. The one gave us the saloon, the 
liquor man in politics and the effrontery of an 
evil legalized by license. The other merely gives 
us something to drink. 

“Prohibition in the United States, which more 
than one foreign visitor has said makes ue the 
laughing stock of the world, is at this time pass- 
ing into its second phase. In the first phase 
the bootlegger controlled the situation. An even 
worse class than formerly kept the bad saloons 
has been enriched by bootlegging. People who 
would cut your throat for a quarter have made 
comfortable fortunes within a short while and 
are away at this season in their Rolls-Royce 
machines seeing California and the big trees. 

“In the second phase we see the resourceful 
citizen of the republic making his own liquor. 
It has taken him a while to learn how to do it, 
and as soon as he masters the art the harvest 
of the bootlegger will be over. Congress, mean- 
while, cannot give the drys permission to in- 
vade the home without a warrant, because if it 
does the United States Supreme Court will hold 
the act unconstitutional, 

“Thié is all prohibition could come to, and it 
seems to be there. The drys probably will not 
admit it, but if you will look in the dictionary 
you will find ‘fanatic’ defined as one who doesn’t 
know when he is licked,”
